Ile pointed out that the initiation 
of the charter movement came from 
the present city trustees, who, in 
their attem pt to carry on the busi­ 
ness of the city, found themselves 
constantly hindered, hampered and 
restricted by the state law govern­ 
ing cities of the sixth class, under 
which Santa Ana now operates. 
Law Passed Years Ago 
He said that law was passed many 
years ago to fit the cities of the state 
of from 1500 to 5000 population, and 
that of course it does not fit cities 
of 16,000 population, 
which

plan for and be governed by the con­ 
ditions which will prevail in cities 
of 20,000 to 20 ,0 0 0 population.

m akes a new “high record” in 1920. 
The record of eleven m onths and the 
knowledge of w hat is going on in the 
foreign trade in the tw elfth m onth 
justifies, says a statem ent by The Na­ 
tional City Bank of New York, the 
belief th a t our foreign trade in the 
calendar year 1920 will be “the big­ 
gest ever” and exceed $15,000,000,000 
as against a little less than $12,000,- 
000,000 in 1919. slightly 
m ore 
than 
$9,000,000,000 in 1918, 
and 
1*4,259 - 
000,000 in the fiscal year 1914. 
Ex­ 
ports will apparently cross the $8,- 
000,000,000 line as against $7,920,000,. 
OOO in 1919 and $2,365,000,000 in the 
year preceding the war. 
while 
im 
ports will exceed $5,000,000,000 as 
against $3,904,000,000 in 1919 and $1,- 
894,000,000 in the fiscal year 1914. 
These increases occur, on the im ­ 
port side, in all of the three great 
groups—“raw m aterials for m anufac­ 
turing,”. “foodstuffs,” and “m anufac­ 
tu res.” The dem and in the first half 
of the year 1920 for raw m aterials 
abroad was very large, and the prices 
w ere very high. 
The value of raw 
m aterial im ported for use in m anu­ 
facturing will be apparently about 
$1,750,000,000, an increase of about 
$250,000,000 over the preceding year. 
Crude foodstuffs show no m aterial 
increase, but in the foodstuffs "part­ 
ly or wholly m anufactured” which 
includes the item of sugar, the total) 
is m ore than double In value that 
of 1919. 
Finished m anufactures will 
show a big advance, standing for the 
ten m onths ending with October et 
$757,000,000 against $366,000,000 in 
the sam e m onths of the preceding 
year. 
On the export side, the striking 
ch aracteristics are a big gain in the 
port of m anufactures, a ni&.crial in­ 
crease in the valucof raw m aterial. 
an increase in w heat and other grains 
but a big fall off in m eats and dairy 
products.
